2001 TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Stratford in the County of Coos qualified to 
vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall on Tuesday, March 13, 2001, at 
10:00 a.m. to act on Articles | through 26. 


The polls will be open at 10:00 a.m. and will close at 7:00 p.m. 


Article 1. To choose by non-partisan ballot the followii g Town Officers: 
One Selectman for Three Years 
One Trustee of Trust Funds for Three Years 
One Library Trustee for Three Years 
One Supervisor of the Checklist for Five Years 
One Cemetery Trustee for Three Years 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap} ropriate the sum of 
$730,000 for the Mill House Wastewater Treatment Facility Upgrade Project, together 
with any related costs pertaining thereto. Said sum is to be raised by the issuance of serial 
bonds or notes not to exceed $730,000 under and in compliance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33), and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes, to determine the rate(s) of interest thereon and to take such 
other actions as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery of 
such bonds or notes as shall be in the best interest of the Town of Stratford, and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept any funds from the state of New Hampshire, 
the federal government, and private sources as may become available and pass any vote 
relating thereto. This will be a non-lapsing account per RSA 32:3, IV, and will not lapse 
until the project is completed. Depending on the total amount of funding received, the 
project would be reduced in scope to limit the increase in user charges to less than $70.00 
per year for the 30-year bond period. (Board Recommends) (2/3 ballot vote) (polls open 
1 hour) 

Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,053,455 for the operating budget and, if not, to see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. 

(Board Recommends) 

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$13,434 for the purpose of purchasing 3 Scott Air Packs and enough hose to make the 
equivalent of 1,000 feet of hose per department. (Board Recommends) 

Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 
to be added to the previously established Capital Reserve Fund for the Stratford Fire 
Departments. (Board Recommends) 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to create a Fire Department Expendable 
Trust Fund under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a for the purpose of purchasing and 
maintaining fire equipment. (Board Recommends) 
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Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the organization format of 
selecting its fire chief by appointment by the Board of Selectmen and its firemen by 
appointment by the Board of Selectmen, upon recommendation of the fire chief, in 
accordance with RSA 154:1 (b); to adopt the provisions of RSA 154:5 entitled “Chief 
Fireward, Engineer or Fire Chief”; and further to establish a term of three (3) years for 
the position of fire chief. (Board Recommends) 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to engage in two discussion meetings and 
expert study of a zoning bylaw for submission to the voters in 2002, said meetings and 
study to be conducted by the North Country Council, and to approve any application of 
the North Country Council for special funds to conduct such a study at no cost to the 
Town. (Board Recommends) 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 
to refurbish the original Town Proprietors book. (Board Recommends) 


Article 10. To see if the Town will designate the Board of Selectmen as agents 
authorized to expend funds from the Grand Trunk Railroad Capital Reserve Fund for 
renovations. (Board Recommends) 


Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to expend 
$4,845.67 plus interest from the Christie Road Fund for bridge expenses and/or graveling 
of the road, thereby closing the Fund. (Board Recommends) 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 to be added to the previously established Stump Dump Capital Reserve Fund. 
(Board Recommends) 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,000 for the purpose of having the Town of Colebrook dispatch the Stratford 
Ambulance for the year 2001. (Board Does Not Recommend) 


_ Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 to be added to the previously established Capital Reserve Fund for the Stratford 
Ambulance Corp. (Board Recommends) 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $6,489 for the 
support of Northumberland Ambulance Service and to authorize the Selectmen to sign 
and agree to the terms and conditions of the ambulance service contract. 

(Board Recommends) 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$25,000 to be added to the previously established Highways and Bridges Capital Reserve 
Fund. (Board Recommends) 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Stratford Hollow 
Wastewater Treatment Facility Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 
for the future development of a wastewater treatment facility and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000 for that purpose. (Board Recommends) 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 
in support of Sta-North Economic Development Corporation. (Board Recommends)

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1 for 
the purchase of Kimball Hall. (Board Recommends)

Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$490.50 for Northern Gateway Chamber of Commerce. (Board Recommends) 

Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $300 
and authorize donations of $50 per organization not school sponsored, if requested, in 
support of athletic teams within the Town. (Board Recommends)

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Stratford as of and 
for the year ended December 31, 2000 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion 
on these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards require 
that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements 
are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets account 
group which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. As 
is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of Stratford has not 
maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be recorded in the general 
fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the preceding 
paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of the Town of Stratford as of December 31, 2000, and the results of its 
operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Stratford taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial statements listed as 
schedules in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not required 
parts of the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Stratford. In addition, the information 
included in the summary of principal and income of the Trust Funds presented as Schedule VI is prepared 
on the cash basis which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than generally accetpted accounting 
principles. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the 
general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in 
relation to the general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S COMMUNICATION OF 
REPORTABLE CONDITIONS AND OTHER MATTERS 


To the Members of the

In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Stratford for the year ended December 31, 2000, 
we considered the Town’s internal control structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing 
procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements. Our review of these 
systems was not intended to provide assurance on the internal control structure and should not be relied 
on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable 
conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or 
operation of the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town’s ability 
to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions of management 
in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or 
operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low 
level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial 
statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the. 
normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our consideration of the internal control structure 
would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might constitute reportable 
conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also 
considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


We are pleased to report that, during the course of our review of internal controls, no material 
weaknesses in the Town’s accounting systems and records were identified. Minor weaknesses or other 
considerations coming to our attention were generally procedural in nature and dealt with administrative 
or recordkeeping practices. In these instances, we made specific recommendations or provided 
instruction to applicable individuals during the course of our audit fieldwork. Areas discussed included: 


Water Rents 


Additional time was spent in reconciling the water rent billings for the year. No summary of activity was 
provided for audit. We recommend that the water rents be committed to the tax collector for collection 
and that the activity be included on the Tax Collector’s Form MS-61 each year. We also recommend the 
formal approval of all billings and write-offs by the Board of Selectmen.

Independent Auditor’s Communication of Reportable Conditions and Other Matters 


General Accounting Records/Tax Collector 


In previous years, we have noted significant problems in both the general accounting records and the 
records of the Tax Collector. We are pleased to report that significant progress has been made in the 
recordkeeping for both the Selectmen’s general accounting records and the Tax Collector’s records. We 
recommend the continued reconciling of all department records on a timely basis to ensure problems are 
recognized and corrected. 


This report is intended solely for the information and use of management and others within the 
administration. This restriction is not intended to limit distribution of this report, which is a matter of 
public record.

Dear Citizens of Stratford: 
The year 2000 has proven both gratifying and frustrating. 


An $80,000 grant (80-20 match) for the restoration of the Grand Trunk Railroad Station 
was approved. We anticipate that the project will begin this spring. This year, we spent only 
$319 on interest on loans, a significant savings to the Town. Years of diligently raising money 
for the Highways and Bridges Capital Reserve Fund is paying off! This year, the Egan and 
Christie bridges are being replaced. Paving of the Bog Road has already taken place, and work 
on the Schoo! Hill Road and the Upper Mill Road is anticipated next. Although these are a few 
of the gratifying areas, the greatest sense of accomplishment comes from the Auditor’s Report. 
The report states, “We are pleased to report that significant progress has been made in the record 
keeping for both the Selectmen’s general accounting and the Tax Collector’s records” (see 
Plodzik & Sanderson “reportable conditions” letter). 


Perhaps the most frustration for the Board stems from being unable to get contractors to 
do desperately needed work around Town. We still need to install a roof over the roll-off to 
eliminate the effects of inclement weather, which increases our weight charges. We also need to 
replace the Center Cemetery fence. According to the Auditor’s Report, the water rents should be 
committed to the Tax Collector and a summary of activity be provided. 


Goals for 2001 include, but certainly are not limited to, increasing the efficiency of the 
Stratford Fire Department, constructing a roof over the roll-off, and continuing to improve Town 
roads. 


Details and rationale for increases in the budget will be provided at the Town Meeting. 
You are invited and encouraged to attend with your support, questions, and suggestions.

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STRATFORD SCHOOL DISTRICT 
PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
2000-2001 


We continve to strive to serve the students and the community in an exemplary 
fashicn. In an effort to get to know the community, a Leadership Breakfast has been 
instituted on the third Thursday of every month at 8:10 a.m. The purpose of these 
meetings is to open up communication and foster collaboration between the parents/ 
community and the leadership at the Stratford School. We have started a weekly 
Breakfast Club to offer troubled youth a place to express concerns and get advice from 
the Vice-Principal, a Juvenile Probation Officer, and a Mental Health worker. Thus far 
the program has been successful based on a reduction in the number of discipline 
problems with this group of students. In recognition of the area’s rich history, this year’s 
Community Night on April 19" will focus on local history. 

Our Technology Education department has made several noteworthy accomplish- 
ments over the past year. Students in the CAD/CAM program can now earn up to five 
college credits at the New Hampshire Community Technical College at no cost to them 
or the community. A new course of study has been introduced that will combine 
Geographic Information Systems, Geographic Positioning Systems, and Remote Satellite 
Systems into the Technology Education curriculum. Our Technology teacher, Mr. Robert 
Koczur was awarded and donated the $15,000 worth of software that was needed to run 
this program. We have been awarded a new E-Rate grant that will help pay for our 
communications expenses for the coming school year. The Technology Committee has 
also applied for funding for staff development, special projects, software and hardware. 
Finally, a new school sign was built by the construction class with the help of donations 
from the community. 

Recent grants have improved our ability to provide school-based health care. A 
health clinic is available to the community on Friday mornings. In addition, we have a 
dental program for students and a school-based counselor for the prevention of the use of - 
drugs, alcohol and violence. 

We are engaged in one new and two ongoing projects based on grants from the 
New Hampshire Department of Education. We are one of seven New Hampshire schools 
that recently received a Community Service-Learning grant. This grant is based largely 
on the efforts of Mr. David Dernbach of the Trailmaster Program. The goals of this grant 
are to engage our community in Community Service-Learning and to involve our 
students in the leadership/democratic process. Community Service-Learning projects 
will involve students in providing a community service while achieving academic goals. 
This grant will also bring in student teachers from Plymouth State College who we hope 
to recruit to work at the Stratford School after they graduate. Last but not least, we are in 
a position to be a model program at the state and national level. 
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We are in the middle of our second year as a “Best Schools” grant recipient. On 
October 5, 2000, the Best Schools team held a highly successful “Vision Night”. Many 
members of the community participated in this attempt to further cement a partnership 
between the school and the community. Our school’s role as a pilot program for the use 
of Competency-Based Transcripts continues to progress. Competency-Based Transcripts 
measure non-academic skills like communication, decision making, and problem solving. 
It is expected that these competencies combined with academic skills will insure a well- 
rounded and relevant education for our students. Our involvement in Best Schools, 
Competency-Based Transcripts and Community Service-Learning means that students 
and staff have many challenges and opportunities to learn and teach. These projects 
along with School to Work, Nash Stream, and Willow Tree reflect positively on our 
school’s and community’s reputation as an educational leader throughout the state. 

I consider it a privilege to serve as Principal of a school that is blessed with 
teachers, parents, and community members who are dedicated and committed to the 
success of all students.

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STRATFORD SCHOOL DISTRICT 
MESSAGE FROM THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
2000-2001 


“As much as | would like to tell you differently, the school funding question is still not 
completely settled.” This quote is from my last year’s report, and unfortunately it’s still accurate. 
The January superior court decision does not affect the state’s responsibility to provide for, and 
fund, an adequate education. What it did do was declare the method, a statewide property tax, the 
state used to fund an adequate education unconstitutional. This is only one judge's opinion and it 
awaits the New Hampshire Supreme Court to see if the opinion will be upheld. Regardless of the 
decision, it should have no effect on the amount of the district's adequate education grant, which 
has increased by around $40,000 to just shy of $750,000 for next year. 

In addition to the $750,000, the Stratford School District will receive about $180,000 in 
additional state and federal aid, making the contribution to Stratford’s proposed budget from this 
source 48% of the total. The district will receive an additional 20% of their budget through tuition 
and other types of non-tax revenue. This leaves the remaining 32% to be funded through local and 
the locally collected state property tax or other taxes. Therefore, less than a third of the school 
district's budget is being raised through local taxes, although in light of the proposed increases, this 
may be of little consolation. 

Some of the additional state and federal money comes from grants that have been 
awarded to the Stratford School District due to the effort and hard work of the staff in seeking them 
out and submitting applications. Although these grants enhance the programs offered at the 
school, they are not intended to replace or fund basic programs. 

The state is requiring each school district to create a Staff Development Plan for 
professional and paraprofessional staff that will link individual teacher's professional development 
to the needs of the district. For the past year a committee made up of teachers, administrators, 
and parents from each of the three districts in SAU #58 have been working on this Staff 
Development Plan. Late this past fall a draft was presented to the staff of all three districts for their 
comments and suggestions, and the final version will be going to the state for their approval this 
spring. 

The link between the Staff Development Plan and the needs of the district will be the 
District Educational Improvement Plan (DEIP). This plan was developed several years ago, but it 
needs to be reviewed and revised. The Best Schools and Steering Committees have been 
merged, and one of their charges is to work on the DEIP. |'m sure that they will be looking for the 
community's feedback on any revisions. The intention.is to create a continuing improvement plan 
where new goals will be developed as current goals are achieved.

The School-Based Health Clinic began offering services the first week of school 
in September. Immunizations and transfer physical examinations were done on 
any student requiring an immunization and/or physical in order to meet state 
regulations. One hundred eighty-seven students and seventy-six faculty 
members were seen in the clinic during the school year. Insurance was billed for 
services provided, and for those without insurance, the cost was covered by the 
grant. Dental screenings were done in grade 3, and one student was treated in 
Dr. Katz's office. The cost of this was covered by the grant. The grant made it 
possible to acquire new medical supplies, resources, and equipment for the 
health office to provide for better health services.

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RIGHTS OF PARENTS OR GUARDIANS 


As the parent or guardian of a child who may require or who is receiving special 
education and/or related services, you have the following rights: 


*You have the right to have access to and examine all records relating to your child’s 
education. 


*You have a right to receive prior written notice whenever the local education agency 
proposes to begin or change the special education referral, evaluation and/or education 
placement of your child. You also have a right to give your written consent before initial 
special education placement and before any individual evaluation of your child. 


*You have a right to question any matter, decision, or recommendation relating to your 
child’s referral, evaluation or educational placement. 


*You have the right to request an independent educational evaluation obtained by the 
local education agency. If your request is accepted, the evaluation will be conducted by 
a certified or licensed professional examiner who is independent of the local education 
agency and will be performed at no cost to you. Should your request be denied, you 
have aright to appeal this decision as described below. 


*If you have any complaints regarding the referral, evaluation or educational placement 
of your child, you have a right to meet with the School Board. If any agreement is unable 
to be reached, you have the right to an impartial hearing conducted by a state-appointed 
due process hearing officer. 


*At this hearing, you have the right to be assisted by person(s) with special knowledge 
or training, or by an attorney, and the right to present evidence and confront, cross- 
examine and compel the attendance of witnesses. 


*After this hearing you have the right to a written or electronic verbatim recording of such 
hearing. You have the right to obtain written findings of fact and the decisions of the 
hearing at no cost. 


*If the decision of the impartial hearings at the local level is not acceptable to you, you 
have the right to appeal this decision to the State Board of Education or Civil Court. 


*During any of the hearing or appeal procedures, your child shall remain in the current 
education program, or if applying for initial admission to the public school, shall be 
placed in a regular program until all proceedings have been completed, unless you and 
the school officials agree otherwise.
